N Vietnamese Instructions on Tet Celebrations 
w^nni home service 04. 30 GMT 21.1.68 
Precis of report: 

The General Staff and Directorate General for Political Affairs have issued 
instructions on the celebration of Tet among the people’s Armed Forces. e 
instructions note that this year the Tet holidays occur at a timewhentteUS 
aggressors and their henchmen have suffered heavy losses in both the North and 

South. 

Dealing with the implementation of the instructions of the Premier's Office 
on the celebration of the "fight and win" Tet by our Army and people, the instructions 
point out that since Tet occurs this year at a time when tte fighting ^work has 
become extremely tense, the three categories of troops and all military units, organs 
and schools must properly organise the celebration of Tet under all circumstances in 
"eveToS the troops a spirit of optimism, enthusiasm, combat readiness 

and a determination to defeat US aggression completely. 

The instructions describe the forms for the celebration of Tet and measures 
aimed at stimulating the victorious spirit of armymen and ®a^them thorougUy 
understand President Ho's appeal of 25th December 1967 and ^ 
and carry out the High Command's instructions of 22nd December 1967 so they can 
heightentheir enthusiasm, fulfil their tasks satisfactorily, and strive for emulation 
in recording combat achievements with which to greet the victorious spring and the 
Party’s anniversary on 3rd February. 

The instructions stress the need to raise the spirit of vigilance and readiness 
to smash all sabotage activities of the enemy. The instrectiens remind : all Army 
units of the need to properly organise the troops' spiritual and material life during the 
Tet holidays, to practise thriftiness and to ensure security. It is also necessary for 
them to co-operate with local organs and organisations in arranging visits to service- 
men, wounded and sick soldiers and families of wounded soldiers, and fellen heroes, 
and working out a programme for the celebration of Tet among the people. It is 
necessary to greet the victories of both zones, heighten the enthusiastic spirit and 
determination to fight and win, and strive to carry out satisfactorily all production and 
fighting tasks and to win greater successes.
